The twenty-fifth annual congress or 
the National Trotting association at 
New Yodk last week voted to abolish 
hobbles on horses in races. 
The plan 
adopted provides for a gradual elim­ 
ination of hobbled horses from the 
turf, forbidding the straps on two 
year-olds in 1910, on three-year-olds 
or under in 1911, on four-year-olds or 
under in 
1912, on Av e-year-olds or 
under In 1913, and on six-year-olds or 
under in IOU. 
After 1914 no hobbles 
are to be permitted. 
Is thought that other 
governing 
body of the light-harness turf, the 
American Trotting 
association, will 
make sim ilar rules, and th at finally 
the unsightly and dangerous hobble** 
will disappear forever. 
Many horse­ 
men in this section, however, predict 
that the rule will not hold out many 
years, as there will be much oppo­ 
sition among certain 
horsem en to 
the abolishm ent of hobbles. 
The Salem races are governed by 
the rules of the American association 
and horse lovers here would welcome 
a sim ilar move by this association 
The abolishment of hobbles 
would 
elim inate from the turf horses that 
are made to pace by placing hobbles 
on them, and would be of advantage 
to trainers who work the speed out of 
a horse witlnout artificial means. It 
is elso an established fact that hob­ 
bles are dangerous nml are the cause 
of the majority of accidents on the 
track.
